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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Surry: 

It is with pleasure that I herein submit my fourth annual 
report as superintendent of your schools. 

Our great problem is to maintain standard schools in 
creditable condition and at the same time keep yeh the limits 
of our appropriations. 

America’s greatest problem today is to train the rising 
generation of boys and girls into law-abiding and useful eiti- 


zenship. 
This implies a thorough preparation in the fundamentals 
of mental, moral and religious life. No generation of boys 


and girls ever faced so many temptations and pitfalls of society 
as modern life presents today. 

It is the duty of the home, the school and the church to 
train and guide the emotions of children to a greater degree 
than ever before. 

Promotions in June were based on anes of following 
standard tests: Ayre’s scale in writing and spelling; Charter’s 
diagnostic language test; Stanford’s achievement test. These 
were supplemented by frequent tests given by the teacher and 
a few by the superintendent. With these results were taken into 
consideration the ranks of individual pupils throughout the 
year. 

On the above basis, the following number of pupils were 
promoted in the respective schools:

In view of the fact that you have no school nurse to do 
follow up work, the greater responsibility rests with the parents 
to see,to the corrective work, if you are to realize the real 
value of the medical examination. The report suggests the de- 
sirability of a dental clinic. 

Whatever support morally or financially the district may 
give to all efforts to correct all defects of eye, ear, teeth, ton- 
sils and other physical defects of every child, so far you will 
give that child not only a better chance of normal health, but 
also make him more alert in mental activities and better able 
to fulfill his duties as a citizen.

At the beginning of the present year Miss White was. 
transferred to the Nelson Village school and Mary E. Gorman, 
a graduate of Keene Normal, was assigned to the North End 
school. Mrs. Celia Metcalf, an experienced teacher, was as- 
signed to the Village school. Pupils from West Hill district are 
being transported to the Village school. Both schools are well 
organized and under good discipline. Both teachers are placing 
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emphasis on the fundamentals, viz., reading, writing and arith- 
metic, the use of good English, both oral and written, and a 
more extensive knowledge in geography and history. Good 
work has been done in drawing and nature study. In number 
work, your teachers are following standard laws: proceeding 
from the concrete to the abstract, from the known to the un- 
known, from particular to general, from problem to rule. In 
writing, Houghton’s system has been followed and we have 
aimed at neatness, legibility and a fair amount of speed. 

In reading, which is the heart of the curriculum, your 
teachers are trying to eliminate ‘‘word ealling’’ and in its place 
substitute some method which requires comprehension of the 
printed page, to inculcate in the children habits of study which 
will train them to read intelligently and study effectively. 

At time of writing, both schools are running smoothly and 
give promise of a successful year. 

In conclusion, I wish to acknowledge the cordial co-opera- 
tion of teachers, parents and citizens and to express my grati- 
tude to the members of the school board for their assistance 
and support.
